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SUPPLEMENT TO ADVISORY ACTION 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code, not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. All of applicant's arguments regarding the 103 rejection of record have been fully 
considered but are not persuasive. Applicant argues that there is no motivation to substitute 
exogenous enzymes for the endogenous enzymes used in the reference. However, sufficient 
motivation can be found based on the knowledge of an artisan of ordinary skill. Both 
endogenous and exogenous cellulases, proteases, and glucosidases are known in the art to have 
the same purpose, to produce a digested product from the mycelia of Lentinus edodes. It is well 
known that it is routine to substitute one substance for another when both are known to have the 
same properties. In addition, person of ordinary skill in the art would also be motivated to add 
additional enzymes to the enzymes used in the reference for any number of reasons such as 
producing a product with a greater degree of digestion or to speed up the amount of time the 
digestion would take. Thus, based on these reasons that would be apparent to a person with 
ordinary skill in the art, the artisan would have been motivated to modify the reference by using 
additive cellulase, protease, and glucosidase.
